Nevertheless the study of science 
unci i'.s besinnlnss had always held a 
sreat attraction for him even in the 
days of his earl 'est studies 

It is most interest ns to follow the 
fortunes of science, said FroC. Stanley 
and to trace its var'ous tluciuations 
n tho different countries. 

It is also remarkable to note the 
number of people who believe that the 
period of Greek so ence was essential- 
ly a short one- 

This belief s absolutely unfounded 
Cor the Greek sciontiïic per 'od lastod 
about five bundled and twenty-two 
years. 

That one may *eo at once the -m- 
mcusity of this per cd ;oins back a 
similar period in English h'story would 
hr ns us to the time of Chaucor. 

Thorc also e-vsts the fallacy that 
GriH.'k science was only deductive and 
that the Greeks had no means of de- 
viling instruments.

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THE ANATOMY OF GREATNESS 



"What is greatness and upon what docs it depend ? 
We look at the ^holograph of. let us say. Premier Baldwin, 
of Britain. If we did not know that he was a great man, would 
there be anything in the photograph to point to it? Premier 
' Baldwin has a head — it is not double the size of an ordinary 
man's head — it is less in size than a good many heads, and 
yet in mind therein is worth several ordinary minds. 

Why is it. that a certain man. having passed "through ordi- 
nary boyhood and young manhood, rises, to a position where 
he guides the destinies of nations? Thousands of people look 
upon him as their deliverer. He changes the course of history, 
thereby r.ffecting the life of millions. Many people might, have 
infinitely more talent than he along certain lines. Alexander 
the;.Gr.ea.t conquered the world and died as the result, of a fee- 
ble human weakness. Isaac Newton, who revolutionized sci- 
ence, was a dullard in many ways. 

Teachers and professors moralize, and successful business 
men make good money by outlining the royal road to greatness. 
In the old days of class distinction, a man of the working class 
would agree that he did not have the talent worthy of greatness. 
•Cleverness and quickness of brain, usually hereditary, was sup- 
posed to be the only cause for greatDess. This viewpoint was 
prevalent um41 a class of financiers Tiad worked their way to 
fame from poverty, without the aid of education. They at once 
became idols. Talent was but a mjnor requisite, but the ability 
to work hard and long, and to love work, was strèssed. And 
we remember the lives of Doctor Johnson. Goldsmith and Gray, 
-ho were notorious for their indolence. A class of Physical 
Educationists have arisen who declare that the "mens sano in 
bre sano" doctrine explains greatness, and that men : who 
.jnever shone in athletics will never shine anywhere. We have 
anly to refer to William III of England, the second "Conqueror", 
Laurence Sterne, and Pope as examples of a great class of men 
who reached greatness in spite of physical indolence and in- 
firmity. There are innumerable other hypotheses which, if 
delved into, lose all their weight. Some men become- notorious 
through a pleasant appearance, others go through their lives 
attired as tramps or hermits, but the world minds not. Great- 
ness may be ascribed to an excellent personality, but men akin 
. to those mentioned above had most repellant personalities, and 
yet enjoyed great vogue, even in their own time. 

But let it be noticed that greatness centres round deeds. A 
-.man of great works is a great man. and great only as far as his 
works go. The man — that ordinary man wfth a head, a nose, two 
eyes and a jnouth, alike in moat respects to those possessed by 
Everyone eJSe— fcways the world— the world adores him sooner 
jior later, for- -His" good works; or curses him for his evil works 
among the children of men. Have not statistic-seekers done 
wrong to seek for the secret of greatness in the subject him- 
self, rather than in his mighty works? We offer it as our hum- 
ble suggestion. 

Does greatness depend upon originality? Doubtless the 
great majority of it does, but not all of it. A great musician 
plays the pieces of great masters on a violin. There is nothing 
original about that— or nothing more original than usual. 

Must we then give up our quest for the reason of greatness? 
Statistics prove nothing— there are too many exceptions. We 
are inclined to believe with Mark Twain, that there are three 
.kinds of lies— lies, damned lies and statistics. 

There is more truth in the saying "Man must work out his 
own salvation" than in all the statistics concerning greatness 

No doubt greatness inheres in an abundant amount of ambi- 
tion or talent or physical fitness or originality or power, singly, 
together, in pairs, and in every human quality we know of' 
.But if we can develop those qualities which the Almighty has 
furnished us with, to the highest degree, and do all we can to- 
set ideal, we, have done our part

After briefly reviewing the history 
of Canada, the speaker showed that 
the 0. X, A. Act had 'bc«n framed lo 
safeguard the Interests of the French 
minority. Some people, he said, were 
jusi making the discovery of French 
loyalty; The French possess soine- 
tl ing roost essentially Cnnadlnn of ifll 
Canadians. They possets something of 
the 'ost pride of race. All know ihe 
story of Canadian Achievement nt 
autonomy, i; came not 'through the 
good heart of Prit 1st. parliamentarians 
but from «lie good sense of the Fathers 
of Confederation who desire 'to protect 
the country .from American danger. 

What power wnuldjt Quebec, have, the 
Hon. Member wished to know, 
of preventing legislation detremen- 
tsl to its . we-lfarc if the • Dominion 
Parliament had power to amend tihe 
constitution. He termed the selfishness 
of Quebec a sacred selfishness, the 
selfishness of wanting to stay as 'they 
are. 

The speaker closed with a stirring 
appeal to the house to throw out tho 
resolution unanimously, to vote for 
Canada flrît. last and a'l tho time. 

The Hon. P. Vallerand, minister of 
Inland Revenue, and representing the 
constituency of University de Mon- 
treal, rose to remind the Hon. Mr. 
Monty that times have changed. The 
B. N. A. Act as it now stands was all 
right whon Canada was a babe but 
but she has now conic of age and the 
Act no longer meets her needs. He has 
non. he said.' The selfishness of the 
honourable member for Malsonneuve. 
To roeDtion the selfishness of Quebec 
is unreasonable. The Act Is for the 
whole co'untry and to place the in- 
terests of one province! before 'the 
country was selfishness. What danger 
has Quebec to fear from her sister 
provinces, he asked. It is unreasonable 
to suppose that because we can do as 
we like, that we will jump up and take 
away the liberties. of any of our fellow 
countrymen. Speaking of the. fears of 
Imperialists that the bonds of the 
Empire would be weakened the Hon. 
Minister pointed out that Australia has 
already the authority we are. seeking 
yet s|-.ê Is the most Imperialistic of 
the Dominions, why cannot Canada 
do the same? 

The Hon. H, Carl Cjoldenberg, In a 
fcpeech of remarkable légal learning, 
pointed out the sar.rod nature of the 
contract between 'Hie various provin- 
ces of the Dominion and it was unfair 
to amend the fJ.
